people of the town and the normal 
students a lyceum second to none in 
the state. Whether -or not there are 
more 
entertainments 
secured 
than 
already assured by the normal, the 
lyceum 
will 
open 
in 
the Normal 
auditorum on the evening of the 
‘Fourth of October. 
It is the opinion of Prof. Hower­ 
ton who represented the comm!tee on 
yesterday that by a united effort on 
the part of the town and the Normal 
a great number of season tickets for 
the lyceum could be sold even at 
a nominal price and something above 
expenses made. And that this surplus 
if any could be used in helping de­ 
fray the expense of the next sum­ 
mer’s chautauqua. 
At the

yesterday nothing definite was ac­ 
complished more than the appoint­ 
ment of committees to canvass the 
town and ascertain whether or not 
the citizens are willing to co-operate I

with the normal in making Ada a 
lyceum and chautauqua town, as they 
have heretofore.
